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Police launch murder investigation 


POLICE have launched a murder 
investigation after the body of a 
19-year-old man was found in 
Hastings Street, Luton, in the 
early hours of Friday. 

A 43-year-old man was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of murder and 
taken in for questioning by 
police officers. 

Detectives cordoned off part of 
the road on Friday, pictured, 
while they searched the scene. 

Bedfordshire Police have said 
they are keen to speak with any¬ 
one who may have information 
relating to this incident

- Detectives have also called 
for witnesses after a man was 
charged with attempted murder. 

It follows an attack which hap¬ 
pened on the morning of Friday, 
September 6, in Farley Hill. 

An altercation took place 
between two men which result¬ 
ed in the suspect chasing and 
assaulting the victim with a 
knife and injuring his neck 
Armed officers arrested the 
man on the scene and charged 
him with attempted murder and 
possession of a bladed article. 


Hero battles minibus blaze 
to free trapped teenagers

A 22-YEAR-OLD man from Marsh 
Farm battled smoke, flames and 
searing heat to save the lives of 
teenagers who were trapped on a 
blazing minibus. 

Hero Umar Hussain, was on his 
way to work when he saw the burn¬ 
ing vehicle on Park Way, Hitchin. 

Knowing he had to do something 
to help, he pulled his car over and 
used a spare fire extinguisher to 
help the driver’s attempts to control 
the flames. 

Realising that the blaze was reach¬ 
ing a serious level, Mr Hussain and 


another bystander, Dave Owens, 
made the brave decision to climb 
onto the bus to try and free a 
number of young people who were 
trapped onboard. 

He said: “I knew I had to do some¬ 
thing to help and climbed onto the 
bus to undo the safety belts of the 
people who were trapped. 

“It was so hot that at one point I 
could see the skin peeling off the 
face of someone as I tried to undo 
their safety belt. 

“My back felt like it was on fire as 
the flames got closer to me, but my 
priority was to make sure everyone 
was safe. 

“It wasn’t until I got off of the bus 
and saw the state of the wreckage 


that I realised the extent of what had 
happened.” 

A fire crew from Hitchin eventually 
managed to tackle the blaze using 
two hose reels, while police and four 
ambulance crews attended to treat 
casualties suffering from smoke 
inhalation. 

Two females and five males, 
including Mr Hussain, were con¬ 
veyed to hospital but all escaped 
without life threatening injuries. 

The actions of both Mr Hussain 
and Mr Owens have been com¬ 
mended by the ambulance service, 
who said they had ‘saved lives’ in the 
incident at 8.50am on Monday. 

East of England Ambulance 
Service spokesman Gary Sanderson 


said: “Prior to our arrival, two men 
who were passing by stopped and 
attempted to extinguish the fire 
using extinguishers and began to 
rescue the occupants on the bus. 

“The two men went above and 
beyond and risked their own lives to 
rescue the passengers on the mini¬ 
bus. They managed to pull three of 
the passengers off the minibus and 
lead them to safety. 

“Their quick thinking and actions 
no doubt saved lives.” 

But a humble Mr Hussain said: 
“I’m just relieved that everyone was 
able to get off of the bus, and is safe.” 

The bus is believed to have caught 
fire because of an electrical fault 
and is being treated as accidental.

‘Bedroom tax’ leads to 
increase in rent arrears

RENT arrears have increased by 
more than £50,000 since the 
benefits of council tenants 
deemed to be under occupying 
their homes was reduced, it has 
been revealed. 

Luton council said since the 
government cut payments to 
residents in under-occupied 
homes in April this year, the debt 
had risen by £51,364. 

The figures came to light after 
the policy, which critics have 
called the ‘bedroom tax’, was 
condemned by Labour council¬ 
lors during a meeting on Tuesday. 

Councillor Tom Shaw submit¬ 
ted a motion which said the 
policy would send ‘people into 
debt cycles causing unbearable 
stress to some of the most 
vulnerable in our society’.

Since April 1,35 council tenants 
have applied to downsize to a 
smaller house whilst 12 have 
applied to move to larger homes. 

But the council added that 
many tenants affected by the 
policy had applied to move 
before its implementation. 

During Tuesday’s meeting Cllr 
David Franks, leader of the 
Liberal Democrats, said the 
policy was an ‘extension’ of a 


similar system that already 
applies to private tenants. 

He said: “Labour councillors 
need to explain why they think 
the restriction is okay for private 
tenants but not for council 
tenants.” 

A Labour party spokeswoman 
said: “The ‘bedroom tax’ is a 
direct attack on some of the 
poorest people in the town. 

“Social housing is there for 
people who cannot afford to live 
in the private sector and now the 
government has given them an 
ultimatum: either cough up the 
extra cash or uproot your kids 
from their schools and your 
family from their hometown in 
search of a house to downscale 
to.” 

She added that the town was 
facing a ‘serious housing crisis’ 
and called on the government to 
build more affordable homes.

THE mayor of Luton has officially 
opened a new hat shop in High Town. 

Councillor Sheila Roden ( pictured ) 
opened the store, called High Hats, 
on Tuesday. 

It was set up as part of a project 
celebrating the town’s historical ties 
with the hat industry. 

The shop is situated in the exact 
building in which a straw hat maker 
named Minnie Bonner worked more 
than a hundred years ago from 1894 
until about 1898. 

Caroline Wallace, one of the people 
behind the project, said: “It’s a little 
bit of history about hats in the High 
Town area and it’s also a platform for 
selling hats made in the area. 

“It’s also part of a regeneration 
project to get High Town noticed as it 
is the main area for hats in the town 
and there are still people making 
hats.” The shop is a regeneration project being run by the Luton Culture Trust

MOTORCYCLE CRASH DEATH 

A 46-YEAR-OLD man from Luton 
has died after his motorcycle was 
in collision with a van. 

The fatal accident happened on 
Tuesday at around 10.50am on 
the A1081 Luton Road at the 
junction with Kinsbourne Green 
Lane, Harpenden. 

A blue Ford Transit, which was 
emerging from Kinsbourne 
Green Lane onto Luton Road, 
was in collision with a black 
Aprilia motorcycle which was 
travelling north. 

The rider suffered fatal injuries 
as a result of the collision and 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene.

INDEPENDENT WINS BY-ELECTION 

FOLLOWING a by-election, it has 
been revealed that Independent 
candidate Bev Coleman is the 
new councillor for Dunstable 
Northfields ward. 

Ms Coleman won with 434 
votes, while Conservative 
Jeanette Freeman was second 
with 305 votes and Duncan Ross 
finished third with 297 votes. 

The turnout was 19.2 per cent 
out of a total electorate of 6,794. 

The by-election followed the 
death of councillor Denise Green 
in June.

A LUTON MP is among 155 MPs in 
the country who employ a spouse or 
relative to work in their office, new 
figures have shown. 

Kelvin Hopkins, who represents 
Luton North, employs his wife, 

Patricia Hopkins, as a secretary in his 
office on a salary band of £10,000- 
£14,999. 

The information was revealed in a 
report on MPs’ expenses for 2012/13 
published on Thursday by the 
Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority (IPSA). 

Gavin Shuker, the MP for Luton 
South, was listed as not having a fam¬ 
ily member on the payroll, whilst 
Nadine Dorries, from Mid- 
Bedfordshire, was listed as having 
employed two of her daughters, 

Jennifer and Philippa, as a ‘senior 
secretary’ and ‘office manager’ 
respectively. 

Mr Hopkins said he felt there was 
nothing wrong with an MP employ¬ 
ing a spouse or relative provided they 
were the ‘best person for the job’. 

He said: “If the family member is the 
best person for the job and does a 
superb job then I do not think there is 
anything wrong with it. 


Mr Hopkin’s wife is employed 
as his secretary

“My wife works part-time as my 
personal assistant and she does a 
superb job. 

“She works very hard and I would 
find it difficult to do my job without 
her invaluable help. 

“She has worked for me for 17 years 
and I can’t think of anyone who could 
do the job better.” 

Ms Dorries said: “Philippa worked 
as my office manager until August 
2012. Jenny, who worked for me in 


2007 and 2008, came back in October 
2012 .” 

She added: “I employ one daughter 
on one salary on just over £30k per 
annum.” 

Matthew Sinclair, chief executive of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “Of 
course MPs should get reasonable 
office and staff support to assist them 
in their important work representing 
constituents, but these costs must be 
kept under control.”

TWO passionate residents 
presented petitions which 
called on Luton council to 
scrap plans to close Wigmore 
and Sundon Park libraries at 
a meeting this week. 

More than 15,000 signatures 
asking for the libraries to be 
saved have been collected in 
recent weeks, following the 
announcement that the 
services, as well as the mobile 
library, could be closed to cut 
costs. 

At an emotional meeting in 
front of a packed public gal¬ 
lery on Tuesday, both Dorren 
Steinberg and Claire Lee 
appealed to the authority to 
re-think the current plans. 

Doreen Steinberg, repre¬ 
senting Wigmore library, 
said: “I have spoken to thou¬ 
sands of residents over the 
last couple of weeks, none of 
whom had heard about the 
consultation process and 
were shocked to hear that 
their library faces closure.” 

Claire Lee who represented 
Sundon Park, said that the 
library was the only purpose- 
built cultural building in the 
area and closure would affect 
young mothers, the elderly 
and disabled residents. 

Sundon Park ward council¬ 


lor Doris Hinkley added her 
support to the petition, ask¬ 
ing “Where is the creativity? 

“This space could be used 
for art exhibitions, and dance 
and drama rehearsals. I’m 
sure there is another option.” 

Councillor Mohammed 
Ashraf responded: “These are 
difficult times and we have to 
look at all services. If the pro¬ 
posal goes ahead 86.6% of 
residents will still be only 
one mile from a library.” 

But Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Franks 
said: “Our main criticism of 


the way the council has han¬ 
dled this is that it has taken 
much too narrow a view of 
the possible ways to deal with 
the financial problem.” 

The petitions have been 
referred to Luton Culture to 
consider, along with sugges¬ 
tions that would improve the 
current proposal. 

The organisation has also 
been asked to report back on 
conclusions of the examina¬ 
tion of all possible ways of 
avoiding closures, which 
could include using volun¬ 
teers to run the service.” 


Girl stabbed in robbery bid 


A 14-YEAR-OLD girl was 
stabbed with a small knife 
after refusing to hand over 
her mobile phone to a would- 
be robber. 

The teenager was walking 
in an alley between Arrow 
Close and Axe Close, Luton, 
on Sunday, September 8 at 
around 1pm when she was 
approached by a boy who 
demanded her phone. 


When she refused the boy 
produced a small knife, caus¬ 
ing a puncture wound to the 
victim before making off 
empty-handed towards the 
Five Springs area.

Service ready to 
deal with strikes

THE fire service has said it 
has plans in place to deal 
with a potential strike after 
more than 70 per cent of 
union members voted for 
industrial action. 

The Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (BFRS) said it 
has been ‘actively putting 
contingency plans in place’ 
following a vote last month in 
which 78 per cent of the Fire 
Brigade Union (FBU) mem¬ 
bers voted to take industrial 


action over a pensions row. 

Planned changes by the 
government will see the 
retirement age for firefighters 
raised to 60 but the FBU said 
the proposals would be 
dangerous as older men could 
struggle with the physical 
demands of the job. 

The FBU will need to give 
employers seven days notice 
if strikes were called and the 
BFRS said it has plans in place 
to ensure it could still answer 
and respond to 999 calls if a 
strike occurred. 

Paul Fuller, chief fire officer 


for BFRS, said he was ‘hope¬ 
ful’ the government and the 
FBU would be able to come to 
an agreement. 

He added: “We want to 
reassure the public that we 
will still be able to attend 
emergency 999 calls where a 
person’s life is at risk, using 
fully trained firefighters and 
officers. 

“These plans would not 
match the service’s normal 
day-to-day cover, and we 
would therefore need to 
prioritise any incidents where 
lives were threatened.”

New homes plan won’t stand up to scrutiny

SIR - I write in response 
to an article and com¬ 
ments made regarding 
the proposed North of 
Houghton Regis devel¬ 
opment of 5,150 new 
homes. 

It is reported that 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council has supported 
the planning application 
and this would give the 
impression that the 
development is immi¬ 
nent. It isn’t and I would 
like to explain to your 
readers why. 

Anyone who wishes to 
check the government 
sponsored website 
MAGIC will be able to 
ascertain that the pro¬ 
posed development is 
on Green Belt land. 

For any development 
to take place on Green 
Belt land, established 
planning and legal 
legislation must be 
followed first. My view 
is it hasn’t and I cite the 
lack of an approved 
Local Plan as one 
reason. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council has failed in this 
respect and until this is 
rectified there will be 
no development to the 


north of Houghton 
Regis, or on any other 
land in the Green Belt 
in our area. 

Consequently the 
stumbling block isn’t 
the credibility of the 
proposed development 
but the over-arching 
proposed Local Plan 
that includes schemes 
like Sundon Quarry, 
North of Luton and 


NIRAH. All of these 
developments have yet 
to be tested at a public 
inquiry and our profes¬ 
sional advice is that 
they will not stand up to 
scrutiny, subsequently 
preventing any growth 
in our area. 

The group I am part of 
is not anti-development 
and we acknowledge 
that there is a need for 


housing and jobs but it 
is hypocritical for 
Councillor Nigel Young 
to imply that any exten¬ 
sion to Houghton Regis 
is now endorsed to go 
ahead. He comments 
that the principle of pro¬ 
moting growth was first 
established 10 years 
ago but he omits to say 
that the last Local Plan 
took the majority of this 


period to formulate. 

Furthermore he is well 
aware of this because 
he was the councillor 
that signed the letter to 
the Secretary of State 
that requested with¬ 
drawal of the plan! 

This happened last 
year and has not been 
replaced. I suggest that 
if Councillor Young 
wants to stimulate eco¬ 
nomic growth in our 
area, he needs to get 
things in order and stop 
courting publicity that is 
sceptical in its content. 

It would be more bene¬ 
ficial for him to use his 
influential position to 
ensure that credible 
options are included in a 
Local Plan that has a 
‘reasonable’ chance of 
being endorsed. 

Sustainable growth 
that delivers long term 
employment is needed 
but any document that 
includes proposals like 
the North of Luton is 
going to hit a brick wall 
and the sooner all 
concerned parties get 
their heads out of the 
sand the better.

Is it time to end sex case 
name and shame culture? 


C ORONATION Street 

star Michael Le Veil has 
been found not guilty 
of child sex charges. 

Let us hope he can rebuild 
his career. But it begs a large 
question for us in the news 
business: should people 
accused of sex offences have 
the right to anonymity until 
the verdict is announced? 

Already victims have 
life-long anonymity. 

As do alleged victims where 
the charges are not proven, 
unless they themselves are 
charged as a consequence of 
making the accusations. 

The arguments against 
allowing those charged with 
sex offences to be anony¬ 
mous is that it goes against 
the principles of open justice 
and also it often encourages 
other victims to come for¬ 
ward. 

But there is undeniably a 
clash between open justice 
and innocent people, 
usually men, having their 
lives and careers destroyed, 
which can and has 
happened. 


These are not always celeb¬ 
rities, as I recall a local case 
where this happened and 
yours truly was accused of 
helping to ruin a man’s life 
and career by reporting the 
charges, which eventually 
proved to be unfounded. 

Of course it is worse for 
celebrities if they are 
innocent, partly because the 
glare of publicity is much 
greater, so is the potential for 
damage. 

Maybe it is time to look at 
some kind of partial 
anonymity, although I 
remain unconvinced of my 
own arguments. 

It is certainly worth 
consideration but please not 
with a judge running an 
inquiry and pontificating at 
the end with vague 
recommendations of which 
nobody takes any notice. 

A long with, I am sure, 
millions of others the 
family Lowe watched 
England play Ukraine this 
week. 

Bored does not go near it. 


And, should England qualify, 
that will be what we can 
expect in Brazil. 

We will struggle in the 
group stages and no doubt 
limp through at the last 
minute, then lose in the 
quarter finals after a goalless 
draw and penalties. 

This will be followed by 
general excuses from the 
blazer brigade and drunken 
riots in town centres. 

So, partly to amuse 
ourselves, we are all going to 
adopt a new country, each a 
different one. 

We can learn about our 
new homeland and support 
it vigorously. No doubt they 
will eventually get knocked 
out but the whole experience 
will be more joyful and 
uplifting.

Vin Diesel delivers a return to 
form as the anti-hero Riddick

RIDDICK (15) 

Director: David Twohy 


The expectations were high for the 
return of Vin Diesel’s anti-hero - 
and he just about pulls it off. 

Night-visioned ex-convict Riddick 
is back - with a smaller budget akin 
to his original Pitch Black outing - 
and he has been left for dead on a 
desolate nightmare planet after 
being betrayed by the 
Necromongers and exiled by Lord 
Vaako (Karl Urban). 

And after battling for survival 
against an impressive array of 
planetary predators he locates an 
emergency beacon that brings in 
two squads of bounty hunters and 
mercenaries - one consisting of 
ex-WWE champion Dave Bautista, 
and the other Battlestar Galactica’s 
Katee Sackhoff - with the chance of 
commandeering one of their ships 
being his only hope for escape. 

For the first hour or so Riddick 
returns welcomingly back to his 
roots as he tangles with these 
opposing forces in a game of cat 
and mouse - but sadly a lot of the 
good work unravels with an 
overcooked plot and run-time that 
drags the movie towards an 
uninspiring finale. 

Fortunately, several compelling 
set-pieces whet your appetite for 
further instalments of Riddick - 
particularly if this pans out into a 
new trilogy which sees him end up 
on his home planet of Furya. 

But it would have been more of a 
must-see had the film benefitted 
from sharper editing and a tauter 


script, and less over indulgence. 

As it is, this will still be seen as a 
somewhat return to form for 
Riddick - even though the much- 
maligned sequel was still arguably 
just as good.

HUNDREDS of comic book fans from across 
Bedfordshire flocked to Bedford last week¬ 
end as the town hosted its first ever comic 
book convention. 

More than 30 guests from around the globe 
were at the event and they met and chatted 
with fans. Unlike mainstream Comic 
Convention events, NICE was more about 
fingers avidly flicking through endless boxes 
of comic books, than people coming dressed 
as their favourite fictional heroes. 

Being a bit of a comic newbie, although I’m 
no stranger to Marvel and DC at home and 
on the silver screen, I was like an overexcited 
puppy when I headed down to St Paul’s 
Square on Sunday. I picked up the first six of 
the Captain America Reborn series - among 
several other comics - and although I 
thought I’d got a bargain, the sellers probably 
laughed all the way to the bank.

Ghost - The Musical

IT’S NOT necessary to have 
committed murder to write a 
successful crime thriller. 
Neither is it compulsory to 
have experienced a supernat¬ 
ural happening to write a 
ghost story. But it helps. 

Bruce Joel Rubin, screen¬ 
writer of Ghost, the hugely 
popular movie starring Patrick 
Swayze and Demi Moore as 
well as the musical adaptation 
of it that will be coming to 
Milton Keynes this week, 
admitted as much to Judy 
Riley. 

Q: What was the original 
influence for the story of 
Ghost? 

A: There were lots of influ¬ 
ences. I was into the hippy and 
drug culture and lots of things 
happened that made me 
aware. I went on a journey of 
discovery as a young man. I 
hitchhiked round the world 
and in Afghanistan I met a 
spiritual man who told me: 
‘You’re going to have stories to 


tell about what life is and what 
life may be’. But there were 
other things that happened 
that I can’t explain. 

Q: I notice a recurring theme 
of the paranormal, are you 
specifically interested in life 
after death? 

A: I am very interested in life 
but that is defined by the fact 
that life has an ending. It is 
black at the end. Life is a 
strange and amazing experi¬ 
ence and how you live 
determines how you see the 
end of life. I do think there is a 
continuum, a moment when 
you’re still there thinking 
‘what now?’. 

When the plane crashed into 
the Hudson River in 2009, I 
read a report afterwards that 
told the story of one of the 
passengers who, when he 
climbed out of the cabin onto 
the wing, the first thing he 
thought of was Ghost and 
Patrick Swayze. He said, in 
that moment, he did not know 
if he was alive or dead. It is 
extraordinary to be the source 
of that kind of experience.

ANOTHER game, another blank but worst of 
all on Friday the 13th, Luton Town’s second 
Skrill Premier defeat of the season as substi¬ 
tute Alex Wall’s red card capped a chilling 2-0 
loss at Wrexham. 

Goals either side of half time from Andy 
Bishop and Johnny Hunt did the damage for 
the Welsh side with the Hatters again ruing 
their lack of killer touch in front of goal.

points. 

The Racecourse Ground has seen happier 
times for the Hatters in recent memory. 

Twice in the past three years Town have seen 
off the Dragons in Conference play-off semi¬ 
final encounters before falling at the final hur¬ 
dle. 

However, both games between these two so- 
far underachieving outfits finished goalless 
last season so the omens looked decidedly 
bleak for Luton to arrest their goal-scoring 
slump in this venture across the border. 

Still’s hand was forced with the absence of 
centre-back Alex Lacey who could not recover 
in time from a twisted ankle suffered in 
Saturday’s stalemate with Grimsby Town. 

The decision to replace the mis-firing Andre 
Gray with Cullen was one executed with the 


hope of a change in fortune in front of goal 
though. 

But for the assistant referee’s flag in the 18th 
minute Cullen’s recall would have been a stroke 
of genius as he cheekily flicked the ball over the 
on-rushing Joslain Mayebi into the net. 

Nevertheless he was rightly penalised for off¬ 
side but his effort had marked a comfortable 
opening Luton spell as the non-league heavy¬ 
weights slogged it out for supremacy and much- 
needed boosts to their average early-season 
turnovers. 

The home side, who suffered an agonising 
Wembley defeat to Welsh rivals Newport

JOHN Still told Luton Town fans to 
blame him as the Hatters’ scoring 
blip began to develop into a full 
blown crisis.

It wasn’t a stamp 
claims sent off Wall

“It’s gone now and we just have to 
look forward to Tuesday and 
Dartford.” 

Town have already successfully 
appealed one red card this season, 
after Steve McNulty’s dismissal on the 
opening day of the campaign at 
Southport was reversed following a 
review.
